The New Tariff. 


Western Canada will have no 
serious fault to find with the new 
tarifl arrangements announced by 
Mr. Fielding in his budget speech. 
The principle of protection is main- 
tained and in so far as itis, the 
Liberal party still occupies a posi- 
tion inconsistent with the policy 
which the Convention of 1808 
adopted. = But we have long since 
ceased to look for consistency in 
this connection. We have to 
recognize that there are very 
powerful influences in favor of a 
much higher tariff than has existed 
for the past ten years inside as 
well as outside the Liberal ranks 
and so long as an official sur- 
render is not made to these we are 
disposed to be contented. When 
ore enlightened fiscal ideas pre- 
railin the country to the south 
and the Canadian west comes to 
hold the balance of political ‘power, 
as is sure to be the case before very 
long, we tnay hope for a more 
thorough going measure of tariff 
reform, but not till then,

There are to be three separate 
tariffs, the general, the British 
preferential and the intermediate. 
The last is not brought into oper- 
ations just at present but is to be 
used for purposes of negotiation. 

Countries that are willing to re- 
duce their tariffs for our benefit 
will receive the advantage of this 
intermediate scale of duties. ‘The 
general reduction of 83% per cent. 
on British goods is done away with, 
a specific British rate being set 
forth for each article. But the 
general effect is the same. ‘The gov- 
ernment evidently realizes that the 
preferential feature of its tariff has 
been most popular and profitable. 
It has done not a little to advance 


the cause of imperial unity and is 
mainly responsible for the excellent 
position which Canada now holds 
in the opinion of the British public.

As to the general tariff, so far as 
can be discovered from a cursory 


glance over the various schedules, 
there has been no increase which 
will add to the burden of western 
consumers. In fact there have 
been some decreases of no incon- 
siderable importance. Mowers and 
harvest ers which carried a 20 per 
cent. duty have now one of L7!, 
per cent. Windmills and thresh- 
ing outfits are reduced from 25 to 
20, axes, scythes and hoes from 20 
to 22% and shovels from 35° to

That Mr. Fielding’s economic 
theories are sound, the following 
selection from his address makes 
clear, even if Mr. ‘Rarte had not 
already told us that he was a 
thorough-golng free-trader: 

“We have from time to time discus- 
sions with hon, gentlemen Oa with 
regard to encouraging manufacturing in- 
dustries,’’ he said. ‘1 do not think that 
there is—certainly as to principle-—a very 
wide difference between us. We all agree 
that we should like manufacturing indus- 
tries to prosper in Canada, always provid- 
ed itdoes not cost to much... (Cheers. ) 
I suppose the question of the difference 
between us would be as to where the 
proper line should be drawn, Some of 
the hon. gentlemen take the extreme view 
that Canada should manufacture every- 
thing. They see some article which has 
been imported from abroad and they say, 
‘You have no right to import these 
things, because you can make them in 
Canada and should imake them.’ Ty 
most cases we can make them, but 
whether we should jis a debatable ques- 
tion. ‘The question is, can we make the 
article economically and at as cheap a 
rite, and should we attempt to make it, 
or is it something not well adapted to our 
manufacturing: conditions? We are not 
prepared to take the view Chat we must 
manufacture everything in) Canada. 
There are things we cannot manufactnre 
with profit, and T think we would do as 
well to wait until Canada has a much 
larger population before attempting to 
force manufacturing in some lines." 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. Fielding might have gone 
even further than this. ‘Mhere are 
some things which we might mauu- 
facture better than other countries 
but which it} would pay us to let 
them aimanufacture for us, for 
the reason that there 
things which we are even better 
adapted to produce and to which 
it is better for us to devote our 
energies. Many of the heads of 
large factories could do the manual 
work in their establishinents more 
satisfactorily than their average 
employe, but it pays them better 
to devote themselves to work more 
in keeping with their ability. The 
same principles of division of labor 
should apply atnong nations as 
among individuals and not till we 
recognize this shall we secure the 
full fruits of our efforts.

But the best evidence, after all, 
that the interests of the consumer 
have been well looked after is the 
altitude towards the new tariff of 
those who have been so persistent- 
ly agitating for an increase in the 
schedules for some years back. 

“Generally speaking,’’ reads the 
manifesto of the Canadian Manu- 
facturers Association, the new tar- 
iff is adisappointment, ‘The gen- 
eral tariff is practically the same 
as the old tariff and will not 
encourage the establishinent of new 
industries. ‘he recommendations
